Taxing Railroads by Irrigation Systems 
Railroads in California will carry to the Supreme 
Court the question as to whether or not they must 
pay taxes on their right of way and other holdings 
which are included in an irrigation system. 
The 
Santa Fe and the Southern Pacific railroads peti­ 
tioned the directors of the Oakdale Irrigation Dis­ 
trict to be excluded from the district, and for the 
return of the taxes already paid on the ground that 
their lands could not be irrigated. 
The Santa Fe 
pays $1560 and the Southern Pacific $1650 irriga­ 
tion tax annually. 
The directors in a decision Just 
handed down, hold that the lands in question, with 
the exception of that actually used for a roadbed, 
“can be used for agricultural, horticultural, viticul­ 
tural or grazing purposes, and can be directly bene­ 
fited by water from tile district,” thus denying tile 
petition. 
The railroads contend that the lands in question 
are permanently devoted to other than agricultural 
or horticultural uses and therefore should not be 
taxed. 
Ditch districts from all over the State will Join 
in the fight. 


Mine Output of Oregon 
The mine output of gold, silver, copper and lead 
in Oregon in 1913, according to the United States 
Geological Survey, was valued at $1,746,402, com­ 
pared with $849,886 in 1912, an increase of more 
than IOO per cent, mainly in gold, With the excep­ 
tion of copper, all metals showed an increase in 
output. 
Gold was $1,627,710, of which $1,177,082 
was derived from deep mines and 
$450,628 
from 
placers of various kinds. 
The yield of silver ag­ 
gregated 179,036 fine ounces, valued at $108,139, an 
increase of 121,955 ounces in quantity and $73",034 
in value over that of 1912. 
The mine production 
of copper in 1913 was 43,330 pounds, valued at $6,176, 
a decrease of 217,099 pounds in quantity and $36,- 
255 in value from that of 1912. 
In 1913 Oregon pro­ 
duced 87,207 pounds of lead, valued at $3,837, com­ 
pared with 39,317 pounds, valued at $1,769 in 1912.
